HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

The Pacific mail has brought us advices from these ports to the 
26th February; the Pacific mail from San Francisco, Jan. 1, 
arrived on the 8th, and the P. and O. mail, from London Dec. 29, 
on the 24th Feb. ; telegrams from London had been received up 
the 16th Feb. The following items of news are from the Hiogo 
News :— 

We have to announce the opening of a Government postal ser- 
vice. How it may be answering expectations in other parts we 
have not yet heard, but we have been favoured with a few notes 
about the working of the local arrangements here. There are 
now three posts daily between Kobe and Osaka, leaving each end 
about the hours of nine am., twelve noon, and six pm. Ifa 
steamer should be leaving about any of those times, the letters 
are sent by her; if not, they are carried by relays of special mes- 
sengers, whose time varies from three to five hours. 

ne of the most noticeable incidents has been the annual parade 
of the Native Fire Brigades, for the double purpose of displaying 
their new clothes and making a noise. We noticed a small one- 
cylinder Dutch fire-engine amongst theother implements displayed; 
-but when we came to look at it we found the whole affair was as 
dry as could be ; and in no fit conditiou to attend a fire. It is a 
pity that it is nobody’s business to point out to the native authori- 
ties the advisability of keeping this little machine in good order. 
The American Fire Company have mustered for their usual 
monthly practice, and were exercised with the old engine, the 
performance of which is now giving much satisfaction, water being 
successfully thrown a hundred and twenty feet. 

We have to chronicle the arrival of the new Governor of Hiogo, 
Kanda Takahira, formerly the Vice President of the Parliament, 
and belonging to the Tokugawa clan. The unpopularity of the 
late Governor Nakayama, is decidedly a point in favour of the 
present possessor of the office, irrespective of his personal merits, 
and we sincerely hope that a greater smovthness in the working 
of the relations between the native authorities and the foreign 
residents, represented by the Consular body, will be one of the 
fruits of the change which has taken place. 

A rifle match ‘hetweea six representatives, H.M.S. Thistle, 
Sylvia, and the K. R. and A. C. has been shot. The day was 
cold, and unfavourable for good shooting, there also being a 
strong wind blowing across the range. The Kobe team had to 
provide a substitute at the last moment, owing to the unavoid- 
able absence of one of their number. The five who had already 
shot cast lots, and the task of representing the absentee fell upon 
Mr. Sim, who had to score thirty-one to tie the Sylvias. All 
doubts as to his capability of doing this were dissipated after his 
first range (300 yards), and the Kobe men were eventually de- 
clared the winners, their total heading the Sylvias and Thistles 
by seventeen and fifty-four respectively. Arrangements are 
being made for another match between the same competitors. 

Four shocks of earthquake have been experienced in Kobe. 
These phenomena seem to be much more frequent here these last 
few months than they have been for some years past. We rarel 
hear of any damage being done by them in this neighbourhood, 
but on this occasion we believe a few tiles were shaken down. We 
hope these repeated visitations are not the preliminaries to a 
catastrophe. 

Ten men who were confined in the prison in the rear of the 
native town, under sentence of death, have managed to make 

their escape, and have not since been heard of. 





NAGASAKI. , 
(FROM OUR OWN. CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaki, Fes. 21 (via San Franotsco). 
Our settlement has unfortunately been twice visited by fires 
this month, but no building of the better class has to be recorded 
as destroyed. The Russian corvette Boyarin left this port for 
Yokohama on the 18th ult., beyond which nothing is to be re- 
corded respecting the movements of the war vessels. The Rus- 
sian vessels Lrmay and Yornostay are the only men-of-war in 
port. The native Christian question appears to have dropped. 
An official denial that the persons punished at Simabara were 
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named this morning, fifty four days out from London. 

An attempt has been made to regulate the value of the small 
coins now in circulation here by reducing them to the value 
which the new coinage will have when it arrives. After two days’ 
trial the scheme appears to have been abandoned, as it only raised 
discontent amongst the working classes, who looked upon the 
business as confiscation. 

The British barque Carnarvonshire, with tea for New York, 
left for Hiogo on the 19th instant, where she completes her load~ 
ing on charterers’ account. Exchange on London 4s. 7d. per dollar 
nominal. Nebuken :—404 bus per $100. There is no vessel loading 
for London. 

In consequence of the late fires the Consular authorities, in 
whose hands the municipal duties are placed, called a meeting 
with the view of forming a fire brigade. I learn that Mr. Gribble 
proposed, and Mr. H. A. Howe, jun., seconded :—that a Hook 
and Ladder Company be formed, which was carried. Mr. C. 
Rasch proposed, and Mr. Flowers seconded, that a Fire Brigade be 
formed, and that a committee be formed to draw up rules and 
invite the residents to join, which was also carried ; and Messrs. 
C. Rasch, W. Robertson, Stein, H. A. Howe, jun.,H. J. Hunt 
and J. van der Pot agreed to serve. 

The fire engines in the hands of the agents of the Fire In- 
surance Company are to be handed over to the Brigade. One of 
these was presented to the Armed Fire Brigade of 1865, which 
body collapsed entirely, owing to expenses the leaders put the 
members to. 





CHINA. 
—o— 
TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

The river is open off here, but at Taku it is closed with ice. I 
don’t think it will be navigable till 5th March. Regarding the 
Mahomedan rebellion, you may rest assured that it exists. and is 
a serious affair for this dynasty. I mentioned in one of my letters 
to you that the military mandarin at the head of Li-hung-Chang's 
southern army, called Woo, had, in consequence of some squab- 
bling in the street, arrested and summarily beheaded a man who 
was a Mahomedan. As the step was contrary to law, the Tientsin 
mandarin drew up a petition to Peking ; and some four or five 
days back some Peking police arrested four men connected with 
the affair, and took them to Peking for examination. The 
Mahomedans are a very powerful body in the north of 
China, and by combination can force the Central Govern - 
ment to examine into the affair and make some 
endeavours to do justice. The military mandarin Woo being a 
southerner, and having only lately arrived, was not aware of the 
power of the Maromedans ; otherwise he would have been careful 
of irritating thcm, even if he was backed by all Li-hung-Chang’s 
power. The Taoutai, the mandarin with whom foreign officials do 
business, is at Paoutingfoo for the Chinese holidays, an@ nothing 
can be done at this moment officially. But even when here he 
and the Consuls don’t pull together. 

Letters of February 16th from Peking speak of Chung How 
being soon expected, and that it is thought he may become a 
member of the Tsung-li Yamun. If he has imbibed Western 
civilisation through his visit to Europe and America he will be 
an addition to the Yamun, as his knowledge will infuse new life 
and some common sense into the office. Really, however, no one 
knows where Chung How will be posted; and I don’t suppose 
any one will, till he has had a conversation with the leadin 
minds of the Central Government. There are all kinds o 
rumours here and at Peking amongst the people; some say 
that Li-hung Chang is going to be Governor-General’ in Kan- 
suh and Shensi; others again that he is going as Viceroy to 
Kwangtung. As Kwangtung will be the “fattest” post, I 
should say he would prefer it to going to Kansuh. Having an 
army of over 100,000 southern men, he would be most useful 
in Kansuh in trying to put down the rebellion. The Diplomatic 
Corps, owing to the gulf which separates them from the Chinese 
high officers, through want of any social life, scarcely know any- 
thing of the Chinese affairs till they become actual facts in action ; 
so we can’t learn anything of the future through that channel, as 
we do in Western capitals, where diplomatic people mix socially 
with the authorities of the capital. 





SHANGHAI, 
Our advices from this port extend to the 8th March; the 
French mail from London, Jan. 19, arrived out on the previous 


day. The following summary of news is from the North China 
Herald :— 


Our readers may remember a memorial that Censor Chang-yun 
published in the Peking Gazette of the 4th August regarding tne 
province of Hunan. The disaffected classes were constantly 
rising. No sooner had the Governor reported the suppression of 
one than there was another outbreak. The local mandarins con- 
cealed the existence of the brigands, on condition of sharing their 

lunder ; and the higher officials accepted their reports, and pro- 
bly their share of the profits, without inquiry. The Imperial 
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authorities seemed to be moved beyond their wont by this out- 
spoken memorial, ordered the proclamation of martial law, and 
instructed the Futai to report officials who failed to maintain 
order in their districts, and also military officers who were dila- 
tory or incompetent. The Gazette of the 25th January contains 
an edict referring to the same subject. The Futai, who was 
abruptly dismissed last November, is now found guilty of having 
concealed the real extent of the troubles, and is handed over to 
the Board of Punishment ; a district magistrate who Jet off cer- 
tain members of a secret society is dismissed and banished to the 
frontier, and a eolonel is degraded to the rank of captain for not 
maintaining proper discipline among his troops—that is to say, 

robably, for having connived, for a consideration, at the rampant 
Feigandage. The Gazette of January 27th continues the tale. 
One prefect and one sub-prefect are dismissed from the Imperial 
service for ever ; two district magistrates are deprived of rank 
and office ; and two others are degraded in rank. 

‘We hear that the present Taoutai of Shanghai is to hand over 
his seals of office to his successor, Sun, who comes down from 
Chinkiang. The intended change was announced some time ago, 
but has been delayed. The present incumbent goes as Provincial 
Judge to Hunan. 

A row occurred on the 29th Feb. between the French police 
and some Chinese marines. The latter, as is the wont of their 
class, wanted to see a theatrical performance without paying. 
The owner of the theatre resisted. and they tried to carry him off. 
The policeinterfered, and the gunboat-men fought them. {Eventually 
several were arrested. These were brought before the (French) 
Mixed Court, and sent in to the Taoutai for punishment. We hear 
also that the Consul-General has py requested the 
Taoutai to order the gunboat-men to be kept on board their boats, 
or at least out of the foreign settlement. 

Anappeal case from Foochow, Westray and Gibb v. J. Foster 
and Co., has come before the Supreme Court. This appeal was to 
reverse a finding of the Consular Court at Foochow, which had 
the effect of nullifying a judgment of the Supreme Court of New 
York, in favour of appellants, for $50,000. The Court here sustains 
the appeal, and thereforeenforces the judgment of the New York 
Court. The following is the judgment delivered by Mr. 
Goodwin :— ‘ 

This case was decided in the Provincial Court of Foochow in favour 
of the defendants, and against this decision the plaintiffs appeal. An 
action was brought by the appellants, who are an American firm, resid- 
ing in New York, U.S.A., upon a judgment obtained by them against 
the respondents in the Supreme Court of New York, for the sum‘ of 
$50,942.64, and the question is whether that judyment can be taken 
here as conclusive. The respondent put in no answer in the Court 
below, but appeared and pleaded that he had a large counter-claim 
against the uppellants, and also that he had not had legal notice of the 
suit in New York and that he had anthorised his brother in Canada to 

rotect his interests, employing a certain Mr. Ward as lawyer; and 
that his brother died before the suit came to hearing. The Court below 
found that the evidence of the defendant John Forster was wanting ut 
the hearing hefore the Supreme Court at New York, and that therefore 
the evidence before the said Court was incomplete, and it thereupon 

went into the case again and found in favour of the defendant. 

What I have to decide is, whether the Court below or this Court 
can reopen the question decided in the Foreign Court of New York. 
It is well established that an English Court will ordinarily not re- 
ject a foreign judgment as evidence of a debt, where all things upon 
the face of the judgment appear to have been rightly performed, 
and no question as to jurisdiction is raised, unless it be shown 
extrinsically that the judgment was obtained by fraud, or by means 
clearly contrary to natural justice, as, for instance, without any no- 
tice, summons, or appearunce of the party defendant, or any equiva- 
lent proceeding. Now, in the present case, the judgment appears 
upon the face of it to be perfectly regular, according to the pruce- 
dure of the Supreme Court of New York, An answer was put in 
to the suit by Mr. Ward, as attorney for the defendant, Mr. Foster, 
from instructions given him by that gentleman himself, when at New 
York, in 1869, from written memorantia and from divers consultations 
held with him. From Mr. Foster’s own evidence it appears that he gave 
Mr. Wurd authority in writing to defend the case. I cannot hold the 
allegation of the defendant, that he asked his brother in Canada to pro- 
tect his interests in conjunct on with Mr. Ward, and that bis brother 
unfortunately died before the hearing, sufficient to show that any unfair 
advantage was taken of him. The whole case and the claims on both 
sides, as appears by the report of Mr. Nicoll, the referee to whorn, ac- 

cording to the practice of the Supreme Court of New York, the case 
was referred, were gone into by that gentleman and the prvofs heard— 
and his report was adopted by the Court. No defence has been raised 
which would in my opinion warrant a Court either of Law or Equity iu 
England to reject the judgment ; and I must accordingly overrule the 
decisiora of the Court below, and hold the plaintiffs entitled to recover 
the sun2 they claim, with costs in the original action and also the costs 
of this appeal. 
An important case has come before a Confiscat on Court, com- 
rising the Taoutai, the United States Consul-G meral, and the 
Goaiiasioner of Customs. The China and Japan Trading Com- 
ny ordered from England a supply of munitions of war for 
apan. They arrived by steamer from England at Shanghai, and 
were here transhipped for Japan. The Customs claim that the 
importation even for transhipment was illegal, and that the arms 
are liable to confiscation. ‘The case was referred to Peking for 


on. 
The Philharmonic Society has giveri its second concert for the 
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season, in the Masonic Hall. Thero was a full attendance, and 
the programme prepared gave lively satisfaction. A very suc- 
cessful performance has been givenat the Cluo Concordia Theatre 
by the German amateurs ; the piece was the vaudeville posse in 
four acts, Robert and Bertram, performed in the same theatre 
five seasons ago. 

A paper hunt handicap, the closing event of the season, was 
run on the 4th March, uader favourable circumstances as regards 
ground and weather. The first prize was a cup presentel by Mr. 
Morgan, of Hong Kong; the second, a cup presented by the 
Stewards of the Hunt Club; the third, a cup presented by a 
visitor. The race between the first ponies up wis close throuzh- 
out. Mr. Symonds won; Mr. Meller second, Mr. Knight third, 
Mr. Turnbull fourth. 

We are glad to see that two new roads are being made at 
the head of the Maloo. The connecting link in the Yunnan 
road, between the Hankow and Foochow roads, is being supplied. 
The section abutting on the Hupeh road, where this turns off to- 
wards the Ningpo Joss-house, is already marked out, so that there 
will be a straight drive from the Maloo opposite to the Racket 
Court, on to the French road to Sikawei. i new road has also 
been cut from the Maloo straight into Kiukiang road, starting 
nearly opposite the Mixed Court from the western junction of 
the Maloo and Chekeang roads. We hear there is an idea of cut- 
ting another parallel road in @ straight line from the point of 
junction of the Chekeang and Kiukiang roads, across the Maloo 
out into the Ningpo road and possibly on to the Soochow Creek. 

In accordance with the notice lately issued by Mr. Henderson, 
the three old poles at the Woosuug bar have been removed, and 
the red and white lights intended to lead over the bar are now 
exhibited at sunset. The Kwashing has towed the Newchwang 
lightship out to sea on its way northward. Mr. Henderson will 
shortly take the Kwashing and Relief up the Yangtsze, to place 
the new buoys lately arrived from England.

THE SHAM FIGHT. 

A very successful sham fight between the volunteers and men 
of H.M.S. Junotcame off on the 4th of March on the banks of 
the Soochow Creek. The following account of the engagement is 
forwarded by a correspondent. 

The fight was even more interesting than the Battle of the 
Bubbling Well, fought between the same parties last January. 
On that occasion, it will be remembered, the sailors and mirines 
from H.M. ships Juno aud Curlew advanced on the Settlement 
from the direction of Sicawei and Fahwah, and were driven back 
by the volunteers on the Bubbling Well. This time tre case was 
reversed. Landing from boats near the Upver SKC. boathonse, 
the blue jackets drove back the volunteers on the “ Hovel.” 
Both parties started from the Bund about the same time—the 
blue jackets, in boats for the Snochow Creek, the volunteers 
headed by their band, up the Malvo, for the neighbourhood of 
Sinza, where they expected to find the enemy. ‘he latter had 
already landed when the volunteers reached the junction of the 
Sinza and Cross ronds; and the Miholongs were suddenly 
thrown out as skirmishers, to answer the fire that was opened 
from the broken ground below the Canton Cemetery. No. 3 
Rifle Company was also extended on their left, Nos. 1 and 2 torm- 
ing the support and reserve, while the Artillery opened upon the 
enemy’s position from the road. As the blue jackets advanced, 
the volunteers, admirably handled, swung round behind the Can- 
ton Cemetery. and took up a position, defended in front b- the 
well-known Narrow Creek, behind the graves which cover the 
fields in that neighbourhood. They had suffered somewhat in 
reaching this position, but, once there, were under splendid cover. 
And now came the real tug of war. The Volunteer Artillery 

itched in shell from the rear; the Miholongs, from behind a 
ong grave, which covered the whole company, poured in volley 
after volley upon the bridge by which the blue jackets sought to 
advance, while the latter, extended along the banks of the creek, 
kept up a rattling fire on this obstacle and on tho riflemen who 
were firing from behind every possible and impossible cover, their 
howitzer at the same time pouring in a deadly fire. 

At length the enemy had discovered a low dyke, less exposed 
than the bridge, by which they were able to throw over an at- 
tacking force. This was the turning-point of the fight. The 
volunteers retired, skirmishing alternately by compauics at 
every convenient position, while the Artillery retreated on 
to the Sinza Road, and fired from long range on the ad- 
vancing troops. All, however, was in vain. ‘The blue jackets 
came on in column. with admirable steadiness, firing vol- 
leys as they advanced, in spite of all the efforts of our skir- 
mishers, and in the face of repeated volleys from the resorve, fired 
at 200 yds. distance into their solid masses. On they came with 
fixed swords, in spite of everything—and met tho volunteers drawn 
up to welcome them on the open field near Trefancha, in the 
neighbourhood of sundry casks of beer and tables covered with 
bread and cheese and sandwiches. Around these the fight was 
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resumed with almost as great vigour as before ; some three hun- 
dred thirsty men, all struggling simultane sly to hold a glass 
under a tap; excited rangers begging civilians to hold their 
ponies while they joined in the frantic effort ; and civilians cling- 
ing manfully to excited ponies that dauced war dances to the 
stirring strains of the band, in circles of admiring spectators. 

Eventually every one was satisfied, or at any rate the casks 
were emptied ; and the order was given to fall in for the returo 
march —the men-of-war's men in front, the band heading the volun. 
teers in the rear. Tne bund was reached about five pu, and after 
firing a few volleys, alternately kneeling and standing, the men 
were dismissed. ‘The “out” was, in every sens of the word, a 
success, Volunteers and sailors alike enjoyed it, and each got 
some good drill practice. The ground was a little soft for lying 
down on, after the late rain, and the roads were not altogether of 
the nature of asphalte ; but these were minor nuisances, inci- 
dental to campaigning, and caused more fun than distress. 





HONG KONG. 

The dates by this opportunity extend to March 14; the out- 
ward mail of Jan. 26 arrived out on March 8. The news of the 
week is extremely meagre. 

The police seem always at fault; the China Mail thus com- 
ments :—That the introduction of a new and more highly paid 
element into the police force had, despite the obvious necessity 
of the measure, already caused some dissatisfaction amongst the 
older members of the body, we have already intimated, and it 
becomes worth while to consider how far the complaints made by 
those ‘thus passed over are well-founded. The great object of 
both the Government and the public, so far as the police ars con- 
cerned, is to obtain the most efficient force upon the most reason- 
able terms. We do not mean by this the cheapest terms, butsuchas, 
while justly recompensing the labour of the individuals employed, 
isfair to the arte purse. A temperateconsideration of theexisting 
conditions of the police force will, we conceive, tend to aid any 
efforts towards its greater efficiency, and in this spirit we propose 
to offer a few remarks. The constables newly engaged at home 
receive, as we are informed. a higher rate of pay than the old 
members of the force, while they perform only the same duties, 
live at the same mess, and are put to the same expenses as their 
more locally experienced companions. The new men receive $40 
per month, which is the same as that given to the old regime 
sergeants, and $8 more than is received by corporals, and just 
$10 more than the first-class constables their equals in rank.

be adjourned. In the important case now before him, this has 
happened twice, and the same thing has over and over again 
occurred, though, from a feeling of delicacy, no prominent atten- 
tion has been called to it. We should be the last to uphold any 
want of sympathy in so sad an affliction, but while sympathy 
may be felt with the individual, it cannot with propriety be ex- 
tended to the judge, upou whom the rights, liberty, ani at times 
even the lives, of the members of the community depend. Indeed, 
in strictness, the present acting judge cannot be considered 
free from blame in continuing to occupy an office for which he 
must feel he is unfitted. The consequences of a judge not heing 
fully aware of every detail that transpires during a case brought 
before him, may be of the most awful nature. It is no slight 
matter for there to be the smallest chance of ordinary justice being 
miscarried from such a cause, but in crininal csses, where error 

or misdirection may deprive men of their liberties or lives, intlict- 
ing in the one case an injury which can selJo:n be rep vireld, and 

in the other one which cannot be repaired at ali, the gravity of 
the responsibility is such that no person should think of under- 
taking the office of Judye unless he feels that he is able 

thoroughly to perforn te duties attaching to it. If he finds that 
he is unable to do 80, it clearly becomes his duty to give up his 
post.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

SINGAPORE. 
The dates extend to the 22nd March. The outward mail of 
16th February arrived on the 17th March. The following sum~- 
mary of news is from the file of the Daily Times :— 


The last Government Gazette announces that the next criminal 
session of the Supreme Court at Singapore will open on Monday, 
the 8th April. It contains also the following notifications :— 

His Excellency the Administrator has been pleased to appoint 
the Honourable ©. J. Irving to be Acting Colonial Secretary, vice 
the Honourable J. W. W. Birch, who is incapacitated by illness 
from performing the duties of the office. ; 

The Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
has been pleased to appoint Captain Innes, R.E., and Lieutenant 
Satterthwaite. R.E., to be Assistant Colonial Engineers and Sur- 
veyorg-General for the Straits Settlements ; also Corporals Edward 
O'Donnell, and Charles Sweeney. R.E, to be Assistant Survevors. 

The Lord Bishop of the diocese, who is at present at Malacca, 
| (having completed his visitation to Penang), is expected here by 
the 8, 8. Skurpshooter. His Lordship will, we understand, leave 
for Sarawak by the first opportunity after his arrival. His next 
visit to the Straits Settlements will prohably be in November or 
| December, when he will make a more lengthened stay amongst 


us. 

The U.S. frigate Saco is hourly expected from the United States 
via Suez Canal. She was, it is said, signalled at Penang when 
the mail steamer Columbian left. 

The British steamer Lotus, Capt. Gibson, from London 23rd 
December, via Suez Canal, Kurrachee, Calicnt, Cochin, Ga!'le, and 
Penang, arrived at the Tanjong Pagar Wharf on the 17th inst. 

Tne riots among the tin miners at Laroot are certainly to be 
deplored, particularly as one-third of the tin exported from 
Penang is brought from that territory. There is, however, little 
prospect of Government interference to help the Rajah out of his 
difficulties. Though assistance might be given to defend him 
from a foreign foe, yet this incipient rebellion cannot bear such 
an interpretation, notwithstanding that the people in arms are of 
foreign nationality. The report, however, that arms, ammunition, 
and supplies arefurnished to the combatants from Penang is a mat- 
ter in which it is plainly the duty of the Governmentto exert itself, 
| in order that it may not be accused of shutting its eyes to & 

flagrant breach of neutrality towards a ruler wit whom it is on 
terms of friendship. ‘There is a strong feeling in Penanz in 
favour of annexing the territory at once ; but it should be borne 
in mind that this is impossible under the existing disabilities of 
the Colonial Government, annexation, or even treaty-making be- 
ing entirely out of the province of the Colonial-otfice administra- 
tion. If, however, the Government sees its way clear to lend the 
| Rajah any support, by permit’ing him either to raise supplies or 
enlist men in the colony. we think the exigencies of the case, aud 
the interests of our trade, require that it should do go. 

We understand that a telegram has been received from his 
Excellency Governor Ord, at Galle, announcing his arrival there, 
and that he would probably reach Penang on the 24th March, 
and requesting the Piuto to be sent up there to bring him down 
here via Malacca. His Excellency will remain about a week in 
Penang. 

We learn that the steamer Zanah Merah, originally intended to 
ply between Singapore and Bangkok, has been chartered for twelve 
months by Messrs. Cheng Tec, Wat Seng and Co, torun back wards 
and forwards between Saigon and Hong Kong. 

‘The troop ship Ovontes, which sailed frou Portsmouth on the 
12th January with the 8Uch regiment of intautry, has arrived, 
and the regiment is quartered in the Tanglin barracks. The 
Orontes subsequently left for Hong Kong with the battery of the 
royal artillery and the wing of the 10th regiment. We cannot 
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help thinking « serious blunder has been made in so greatly re- 
ducing the military force—the strength of the 80th regiment 
being only 681 vificersand men, all told. Or thess we understand one 
company will go to Malacca and two to Penang; and as the 
native infantry are to be withdrawa, the available military force 
at Singapore will only be about equal to one wing of a Euro- 
pean regiment.

If they resist the offizer sent to arrest them, they may be slaia on 
the spot ; but their Consul shall be informad of the circumstances 
and be given opportunity for investigation. If such cases ovcur 
in the interior beyond the Consul’s cozsuisance, a complete state- 
ment shall still be seat to him. Offenders arrested at an open 
port shall be tried by the local official and the Oonsul actin: 
conjointly. If an offender be arrested in the interior, the loca 
official shall try him, informing the Consul of the circumstance. 
If subjects of either State assenble riotously in the territory of 
the other, to the number of ten or upwards, and persu ide or invite 
the natives to co-operate with them, to the public injury, the 
local authorites shall forthwith apprehend them. In such a case 
the Consul shall be informed and shall co-operate. If it occur in 
the interior, the locul auchorities shall adjudicste on the spot 
informing the nearest Consul of their proceedings. 

XIII. 

The war vessels of either State may resort to the open ports of 
the other, for the protection of their nationals ; but not to other 
ports, nor to inland waters, unless driven to do so by distress. 
Infringement of this prohibition shall be punished. 





































THE TREATY BETWEEN CHINA AND JAPAN. 

We have received by the present mail the subjoined 
translation of the Treaty concluded between the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments :— 


China and Japan have long been friendly ; but now desire to 
improve their relations and to render them more permanent. 
There‘have, therefore, been app>rinted on the part of China as 
Pienipvtentiary. his Excellency Earl Li Hung-chang, Commis- 
sioner for Commerce, Guardian of the Heir-apparent, Chancellor 
of State, President of the Board of War and Viceroy of Chihli ; 
and on the part of Japan, Tsung, High Minister of State, in con- 
junction with E and Tah, each in accordance with instruction 
from their respective Sovereigns, to confer together and deliberate 
on articles of agreement to be observed perpetually and without 
infringement, by each State; and they have agreed as follows :— 

I 


Henceforward China and Japan shall draw closer to each other ; 
and to render their friendship enduring, the behaviour of each 
to wards the other shall be that of mutual respect, without depre- 
ciation on either side. Thus lasting peace shall be maintained. 

IL. 

China and Japan being friendly, either shall, in case of expe- 
riencing injustice or wrong from another Stats be entitled to as- 
sistance or good offices from the other. 

‘ III. 

The laws of the two countries being different, neither shall 
seek to impose its own views on the other; but each shall afford 
mutual protection to merchants and people, and no violation of 
the law by residents in either country shall be allowed. 


If either State shall be at war with another Power it may close 
its ports and temporarily suspend trade on giving due notice. 
Vessels coming or going must not suffer intentional harm. Chi- 
nese residing in Japan. or Japanese residing io China, shall not, 
: in such case, take side with cither of the belligerents. 
The Ambassadors of each country shall, with their families and 
suite, have access to Peking and Yodo respectively, either for 

ernnanent residence or on 4 visit. Evch Ambassador shall bear 

is Own expenses ; and shall be at liberty to rent houses or land 
for official purposes. Each shall have facility for the carriage of 
his effects, and for sending despatches, &c. 


Each State agrees to prohibit its Consuls from engaging in 
trade; neither shall they be allowed to act as Consuls for other 
Treaty Powers. Ita Consul misbehaves. his minister shall recall 
him, upon due evidence being furnished of the fact ; so that no 
individual may disturb harmony between the two countries. 


XVI. 

Each country having a distinguishing flag—if a vessel belong- 
ing to either employ the flag of the other, such vessel and its 
cargo shall be liable to confiscation. Ifthe offender be an official 
he shall be degraded. — 

IT. 


The books of either country may circulate freely in the other ; 

aud may be purchased by its subjects. 
XVIII. 

These articles are agreed on, in order to prevent misunderstand- 
ing and preserve frie dly relations, in twken whereof, the Pleni- 
pense affix their respective seals. When the Treaty has 

en approved by the Km perors of China and of Japan, and rati- 
fications have been exch anged, it shall be promulgated through- 
out each country, in order that the officials may become acquain- 
ted with it, and uphold its provisions. 


Vv. 

Although the officials of each country have grades of rank, these 
do not exactly correspond. Itis agreed, therefore, that those who 
ate about the samerank shall correspond on termsof equality. Those 
in subordinate positions shall give precedence to those in higher rank, 
and shall accord to them the due ceremonies. Despatches shall 
be addressed, by either side, to an officer of correspoading rank 
with the writer, an not to a higher official. In case of inter- 
views the rank and name of the visitor must appear on his card. 
When a Japanese official first arrives in China, he shall at once 
address to the local authorities a communication bearing his seal, 
to guard against forgeries, and vice versa. 

VI. 

Qorrespondence between the two States shall be carried on 
henceforward by China in the Chinese character, and by Japan 
in the Japanese character with a copy in Chinese, or in Chinese 
alone as the Japanese Government may find convenient. 


- VIL 
The two States shall indicate to each other, respectively, the 
rts in each which are open to foreign trade ; and to which sub- 
jects of either may go for trade, subject to regulations which shall 
be conformed to. viii 


The two States may appoint Consuls at each of these open 
ports for the control of tneir respective subjects. All questions 
of litigation, administration of property, &c., arising among their 
own nationals, shall be determined by the Consuls, according to 
their own laws. In questions where subjects of both countries 
are concerned the complainant shall address a petition to the 
Consul of the accused, who shall first endeavour to bring about a 
settlement of the case; and, failing this, shall acquaint the local 
authorities, who will investigate it, arrest offenders, and recover 
debts ; but who shall not be required to make good the losses of 
individuals. 

IX. 


If either State have no Consul at a Treaty port, its subjects 
who may be resident there shall be subject to the local authori- 
ties. In case of offences being committed the local authorities 
shall investigate them and arrest culprits, so far as their own sub- 
jects are coucerned ; or on®the other hand submit the case to the 
nearest Consul for adjudication.

IMPORTS. 


YoKoHAMA.—Although business had to some extent been interfered 
with by the occurrence of the native New Year holidays, transactions 
in Grey Shirtings and Cotton Yarn hud been on a fair scale, and values 
of both had advanced. Holders were firm, owing to the receipt of 
news of a rise in prices in the Manchester market. With the exception 
of a few purchases of Figured Deiaines, there had not been much done 
in Woollen or Fancy Goods.

YoKoHama.—At the close of the native new year’s holidays dealers 
showed no disposition to resume business except at an advance in rates 
which buyers were unwilling to pay; settlements therefore had been 
very small, only amounting to about 300 bales, of which about 40 bales 
were Taina or Dupioni Silk, and about 160 bales native consignments. 
Prices remained without change, the business done being insufficient to 
form a basis for any alteration in quotations. 

Htoco Osaka.—High prices in the interior and the native holidays 
had prevented arrivals, and in the absence of any stock no trancactious 
hail taken place. 

SHANGHAI.—The market had been quiet, little having been done 
during the week, Settiements had been barely 301) bales, say 150 
balvs Tsatlees, 60 bales Taysaams, 60 bales re-recls an‘ 30 bales of 
sundries, Good Silks were scarce, and the few chops on the market 
were held in consequence rather firmly—Koofungsing’s chop No. 3 at 
Tis. 585. Market ant common Silks showed a decline of about Tls. 5 
on last quotations, The unsold stuck was estimated at 700 bales.

Tue Macao Coontz Trapz.—In a debate on the Coolies in Cuba, 
Sir C. Wingfield said he did not attach implicit confidence to the 


denials of the Spanish Government as to the importation of slaves into 


Cuba, and referred to despatches written in 1867 and 1868 for the 


purpose of showing that his opinion was well founded. The treatment 


of emancipados, moreover, was even worse than that of the original 
The strongest edicts were inoperative when their execution 
was left to interested agents. The slavery enactment was framed in & 
manner to be as tender as poasible to the slave owners, and yet our 
Consul- general stated that it would be thwarted with all the cunning 
and chicanery for which the slave owners of Cuba were so remarkable. 
The coolies were absolutely sold on their arrival in Cuba. Asiatic 
colonization in Cuba was perpetual slavery. Asiatic slavery was now 
taking the place of African slavery. The coolics in the island now 
numbered 50,000, and they were continually increasing. Macao was 
the great centre of the emigration trade, and ample evidence 


had been given of the iniquitous nature of the traffic. The Judge of 
the Mixed Commission at the Cape of Good Hope atated that 
the emigration was voluntarily only in name, and the grossest 


crnelties were committed. The coolies were entrapped at Mucao, 
terrified by threats from saying that they were unwilling to emi- 
grate, sent on board ship under a miliary guard and emigration 
agents who played iuto the hands of kidnappers, put between decks, 
and canon planted so as to sweep the decks, The regulations might 
not be so bad so far as they went, but they were a mere blind, 
and were not carried ont in good faith. e had great cause to 
complain of the apathetic conduct of the Portnguese Govern- 
ment. In reply to our earnest remonstrances they stated that 
the emigration trade as carried on at Hong Kong was even worse than 
at Micao. But this charge had been abundautly refuted. We should 
devise rome measures, in concert with the Chinese Government, for 
stopping the emigration from Macao. Hed d not think we sbould be 
doing our duty if we did not take aome decided measures with & Go- 
vernment which had shown itself so unmindfal of their treaty obliga- 
tions and of bumuin suffering. ‘

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THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 
The following correspondence with reference to the Macao 
Coolie Trade has been issued:from the Foreign-office in the 
form of a Blue-Book :— 


Earl Granville to H.B.M. Minister at Lisbon. 
Foreign-office, July 28, 1871. 

Sir,—With reference to your despatch of the 16th ultimo, I have to 
_ transmit to sou the accompanying copy of a letter and of its inclosure 
from the Colonial-office, together with an extract from the Overland 
China Mail of the 12th and 26th of May, containing an account of 
an appalling tragedy which has occurred on board the coolie vessel 

Don Juan, formerly known as the Dolores Ugarte. 

1 have very recently, as you are uware, had occasion to allude to 
cruelties practised towards coolie emigrants shipped in this same vessel, 
and it is a matter of deep concern to me that J am eo soon compelled 
to cu'l the attention of the Portuguese Government to further horrors, 
almost without parallel, which have taken place in connection with this 
traffic in human beings. The circumstances att-nding the burning of 
the ship Don Juan, and the dreadful fate which has befallen upwards 
of 500 souls. are fully described in the papers which I now send you, and 
doubtless you and the Portuguese Government are already aware of 
the facts of the cave. This fearful incident has excited a painful feeling 
in this country, and Her Majesty’s Government, in the interest of hu 
manity, cannot allow it to pass unnoticed, and without an effort, as fur 
as rests with them, to prevent for the future such grievous culamities. 
I have, accordingly, to instruct you to bring the matter to the notice of 
the Portuguese G.vernment, and you will urge them, on the part of Her 
Majesty's Government, in the strongest manner, to take efficient 
measures to repress, or at least to regulate, a system of traffic which in- 
flicts such misery on unoffending persons, and which must be so utterly 
repugvant to the feelings of justice and humanity of the Portugneee na- 
tion.—I am, &c.,

‘ your Lordship detailed, fresh, and accurate refutations of the assertions 
contained in the Portuguese Minister's despatch, I confess that the com- 
ments made thereon by Sir C. Murdoch, in his communication of the 
2nd November to Mr. Herbert, have anticipated in the most important 
particulars the authoritative and clear contradiction given by Mesers. 
Smith and Cairns to the inexcusable misstatements of the Portuguese 
Government, Thue, when it is stated that two “ revolts” occurred on 
beard of the Frederic when in this harbour, and that emigrauts who 
had revolted were forcibly compelled by Judgr Sinale to return on board, 
on pretext that they had already signed their contracts, it adds consi- 
derably to the point of Sir C. Mardoct’s conclusion as to the improbable 
character of such an assertion, to learn that Chie! Justice Smale was not 
in the Colony at the time, aud that there were no revolts on board of 
the Frederic but merel- the usual gambling quarrels und petty assaults 
cons: quent th: reon amongst the emigrants themse:ves, all which cases 
were adjutlicated on by the Marine Magistrate, and could not, in any 
cas, come b: fore the Chief Justice. 

4. It in aifficult to imagine that any one with the least knowledge of 
this Colony, or of the action tuken by this Government from the first in 
controlling, and finally arresting altogether, emigration to places where 
it was rumoured that the emigrants were unfairly and cruelly treated, 
could have advanced such extraordinary assertions as that emigration is 
conducted more legally from Macao than from Hong Kong, and that 
the coolie ships from there adopt only the same precautions as are 
oo in the daily line of steamers betweeu Macao, Canton, and Hong 

ong. 

5. Equally unfounded is the statement that revolts had taken place 
on board of vessels from Hong Kong, and even in that port, and that 
coolies who had signed contracts had becn compelled by force to em- 
bark. It is often impossible to do more than flatly contra‘lict an erro- 
neous statement, but I venture to say that few errors have ever been 
more completely and satisfactorily exposed than the asserted compul- 
sory embarkation here of the coolics in question, or, indeed, of any coolies 
whatsoever. The extraordinary precautions which I tovk in the case 
of the Frederic owing to my supposed absence of legal authority at 
that time to stop aliogether emigration to Peru, have been fully de- 
tailed to Her Majesty’s Gevernment, but above all usual precautions 
was that to which I resorted in appointing a board of Chinese mer- 
chants—men perfectly independent and, as a rule, opponents of emi- 
gration—to institute especial inquiries by direct personal examination 
into the voluntary and perfectly unfettered assent of cach enngrant pre 
vioug to his embarkation. I douht if there ever had been previously so 
stringent un examination into such a question in the case of any emi- 
grant vigsel whatever, 

6. I may further add, in reference to the observations of the Por- 
tuguese Goverument on Chinese passengers conveyed in the large 
American steamers from Hong Kong to San Franci-cv, that they ure 
not only “ called free’’ but are as free and unrestricted as any European 
or American passengers in those vessels. They pay a comparatively 
small sum for their passage, and of course have less luxurious quarters,

but they are neither watched by armed men nor dreaded in any way, as 
T can testify, having made the voyage in 1870 from here to San Fran- 
cisco in the United States’ steamer Japan with more than 1,200 Chinese 
passengers on board. 

7. Thoso passengers were all fed with abundant, wholesome, and clean 
food, and all seemed thoroughly happy at the prospect of improving 
their lot at San Francisco. When at the latter place I personally insti- 
tuted inquiries into the condition of the Chinese who had previously 
gone out, and found that almost all had done remarkably well, and 
realised considerable sums of money. The principal drawback was 
their liability to suffer from the brutal violence of the rowdies and loafers 
of the place, who regard with inten-e jealousy the supply to the labour 
market of such patient and industrious rivals, 

8. I have already given full explanatio:s of the character of the 
emigration hence to California by the United States’ steamers; and as I 
have several times gone personally amongst the emigrants, making 
numerous inquiries of them, and have now actually made the voyage 
with them, I think myself entitled to express an opinion on that subject. 
That opinion is that the emigration in question—if we may use such an 
expression in reference to Chinese passengers —is conducted openly and 
fairly, and that it confers the greatest benefit on the emigrants—whether 
male or female—by improving their position beyond what would have 
been at all probable, if possible. had they remained in China. 

9. I am not aware that I need add anything further to the conclusive 
statements in the inclosed momorandum by Messrs. Smith and Cairns ; 
but I may remark that I quite agree with Sir VC. Murdoch in his obser- 
vation (paragraph &) as to the weak point in the Portngnere Regulations 
respecting the coolie’s liability to repay his costs in the depot, and half 
his travelling expenses baek, if he declines t» complete his agreement. 

It is trne that I have stated in reply to my inquiries on that point that 
Admiral de Souza, the Governor of Macao, had assured me, and con- 
firmed the assurance by subsequently publishing a notice to the same 
effect in his Gazette, that no coolie, desirous of returning instead of com- 
pleting his contract, was to be held liable for any expenses, but was to 
be sent free to his home. 

10. I fear this arrangement has not been found practicable, and that 
it has been eluded. 

At the same time, owing to my recent return here, I am not ina 
position to affirm anything positive on the subject. 1 notice, however, in 
this day’s Advertiser a translation from the Macao Gazette and a return 
compiled from the Gazettes of 1871, showing the number of dead 
bodies found, ‘‘ mostly Chinese emigrants discharged from the Bar- 
racoons,’’ amounting during the past yeur to348. That number, shock- 
ing though it be, must be regarded as very far from the actual number 
of those who had perished from starvation and apparent neglect at the 
centre of Portuguese authority and civilisation in the East. Even if it 
be a full statement so far as it goes, it does not include, as the return 
states, ‘‘ those found in a dying state, and removed to the asylum.”” In 
Hong Kong a much larger proportion of the destitute class and those 
enfeebled by disease is found alive than dead, though many are mn 
extremis, and if I were to draw any inference from the sligbt glimpse 
behind the scenes afforded by the above return, I should infer that the 
number annually perishing at Macao directly and indirectly as above, is 
nearer 1,000 than 500.—I have, &c.

Statement by the Portuguese Government on Emigration, and Replies 
by the Emigration Inspector and Registrar-General of Hong Kong. 

Ist. That the Chincso emigration is carried on at Macao with greater 
legality than at Hong Kong «-r any other place on the coast of China, 

Note.— During the past five ycars (and this limit might well be ex- 
tended ) nut more than three cases have apppeared in our Courts where 
persons have been charged with committing breaches of the emigration 
lawa, while, according to the Director.General’s statements, 169 brokers 
have within the past three years suffered punishment for similar offences 
in Macao. 

2nd, That the coolie ships adopt towards the Chinese passengers on 
long voyages the same precautions as are taken on board the English 
and American steamers on the daily line between Macao, Hong Kong, 
and Canton, on voyages of a few hours’ duration. 

Note.—The Macao coolie ships are fitted with barricades (frequently 
of iron) immediately abaft the mainmast, and cannon are pl ced to 
rake the maindecks through the barricades. Gratings of iron ere fitted 
over the hatchways, and only a few of the emigrants are allowed on the 
upper deck at one time. In the steamers running between this port 
and Macao and Canton precautions are only taken on those occasions 
where there is a very valuable cargo (of opium or treasure) on board, 
and when there is reason to bclicve that suspicious and dangerous cha- 
racters have taken their passazes. Asa rule, the passengers are under 
no more restriction than is customary in Europe, where the passengers 
of different classes are kept separate. There is sometimes a loose bar- 
ricade put up for the purpose last mentioned, but otherwise the Chinese 
passengers on the main deck can readily pass to the other parts of the 
ship. 

Srd. That revolts have taken place on board vessels from Hong Kong, 
and even in that port itself, where covlies are compelled to embark by 
force when they have signed contracts. 

Note.—There have been no revolts on board any emigrant ships in 
this port, nor to the best of our knowledge and belief have any revults 
occurred on board such ships during their voyages to their rexpective 
places of deatination. No fore has ever been used by way of compel- 
ling emigrants to go on board the ships by which they were to travel. 
From pers-nal experience, especially in the case of the Frederic, much 
quoted in this document, we cun state that the emigrants left the shore 
for the ship in sinall detachments in boats, having no official on board of 
any sort orcharacter, In all cases, even after the emigrant had shipped, 
he could, and in some instances did, returnto the shore. The Fre:leric 
was burnt at Batavia. There was a mere suspicion, unsupported by 
any sort of evidence, that the coolies had set the vessel or fire, Suffice 
it to say that there was little or no disturbance, beyond what was natur- 
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ally to be expected, after the fire broke out, nor was there any quarrel 
between the coolies and crew of the ship. ‘ 

4th. At Hong Kong they (i.e. the coolies) are compelled to embark 
after they have signed their contracts. 

Note.—No compulsion whatever is used. The contracts are explained 
to the intending emigrants in the presence of the Emigration Officer and 
the Registrar-General, who understands Chinese. Great care is taken 
that the contracts are understood, and in the case of the Frederic some 
of the leading Chinese merchants assisted in the enquiry both ashore and 
afloat, where a last examination took place immediately before the ship 
sailed. Tho emigrants, of their own accord, went off to the vessel unac- 
companied by any person in authority. 

5th. But it is certain that on board the English and American 
steamers on the daily line between Macao, Hong Kong, snd Canton, 
and in passages of only a few hours’ duration, similar precautions are 
also adopted (i.¢., to those on board the Macao coolie ships). 

Note.—It is true that during the war in China, and fora limited 
period afterwards, armed men watched at the gangways and companions 
of the river steamers. As previously stated, this is not now done, ex- 
cept under rare and peculiar circumstances. Quartermasters unarmed 
are, of course, on duty, who look after the safety of the ship against 
fire, &c. But it is almost unnecessary to add that there is no analogy 
between the river steamers and the coolie ships. 

6th. Those passengers (to California) whom they call free are put into 
separate places, and are watched by armed men. 

Note.—They are certainly put into places separate from Europeans, 
but only because they pay less for their passages. But it is simply un- 
true to say that the emigrants travelling in the California steamers are 
watched over byarmed mev. Nor do they enter into contracts in Hong 
Kong. It is now fairly well known that by the American law such con- 
tracts are wholly invalid. 

7th. It is a public and notorious fact that, at Hong Kong, there are 
agents of emigration for California. 

Note.—It is not a public or notorious fact that, at Hong Kong, there 
are agents of emigration for California. There may be such agents, 
but they are not known. Many Chinese in Hong Kong are induced by 
those who have returned from California to seek their fortunes in that 
country, but such inducements are not put forward by agents in any 
sense of the word. This Government has always discountenanced and 
obstructcd any attempts to make Chinese emigrate to California, or 
other places where contracts were to be entered into. Two such at- 
tempts in late years have signally failed—the latter one being the case of 
Mr. George Payne, who wanted coolies for Louisiana. Owing to the 
action of the Government, he had to leave Hong Kong ia October last, 
without having obtained any sort of success in his scheme. 

8th. It is also known that, in January of last year, no less than two 
revolts occurred on board the Belgian ship Frederic, then in the 
port of Hong Kong, ready to sail for Peru, with coolies, and the emi- 
grants who had rovolted on board were forcibly compelled by Judge 
Smale to return on board, under the pretext that they had already 
signed their contracts. : 

Note. — Three disturbances took place on board {the Frederic, 
while she was in this harbour. They were, however, mere quarrels 
amongtt the emigrants themselves, and arose out of disputes when 
gambling. The cases were adjudicated by the Marine Magistrate— 
Chief-Justice Smale not being in the Colony. The coolies who were 
charged with and convicted of assault were sent to gaol.

THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

The eighteenth ordinary general meeting of the shareholders in this 
bank was held on the 17th inst. ; the chair was occupied by Mr. Andrew 
Cassels. The notice calling the mecting was read by Mr. William 
Charles Mullens (the secretary ) ; the report of the directors (which with 
the accounts will be found in our advertisement columns) was taken as 
Tead. 

The Chairman, in moving the reception and adoption of the report 
‘and accounts, said he heartily wished that on this, the first occasion of 
his having the honour to address them as chairman, it had been his 
good fortune to be able to lay before them a more satisfactory statement 
of the result of the bank’s workiny to the 3lst of December last. It 
must be confessed that, during the past half-year, business had gone 
somewhat crossly with the bank. The sudden rise in exchanges 
and discount that took place in the autumn told unfavourably upon 

.the bunk’s interests ; for, in consequence of it, all the forward pur- 
chases of bills which the agents in India had made (and unfortunately 
they were upon a somewhat larger scale than usual) resulted 
in loss. He did not wish to be understood as throwing any- 
thing like blame upon the managers in India in saying that, for 
the disturbance in the money market was not foreseen in this country 
any more than it was in the East, and did not arise out of business 
complications, but through the action of a military Government after 
the conclusion of the recent war on the Continent. Again, the action 
of the Bank of England in maintaining the Bank rate at 5 per cent. 
for six weeks told unfavourably; for during those six weeks the 
directors had to huld, at the call of the acceptors, a large amount of 
bills secured upon shipping documents, which were taken up at a 
much higher rate than was anticipated. Accordingly, the deficit brought 
forward from 1870 being £59,022 9s. 11d. had only been reduced to 
£28,775 7a. 9d.; but, if the result of the year’s working was somewhat 
unsatisfactory, he ventured to remind the shareholders that one of the 
difficulties which the bank had had to contend with a ycar ago, and 
which was now greatly removed, was the low price of the shares on the 
Stock Exchange, which, of course, tended to a certain extent to impair 
the credit of the bank, so that it had had to compete on somewhat un- 
equal terms with other similar institutions. The directors had received 
by telegram. the approximate resnit of the working of the different 
branches up to the 3lst of March, and he was happy to say that the 
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profits for the first three months of the present year amounted to a sum 
which, deducted from the £28,775, left only a little more than £5,000 
unprovided for. He had also the satisfaction of stating that the direc- 
tors expected, in the course of the coming month, to be paid a sum of 
£5,000, which had been written off a-year ago as a bad debt. It was, 
therefore, scarcely saying too much to state that the actual deficiency of 
£59,000 which stared them in the face when they last met had been 
virtually recovered, or nearly sv. He might also etate that there was 
no impending loss, and no open account which caused the directora any 
anxiety whatever, and there was no reason whatever why the bank 
should not prosper. The credit of the bank was everywhere improving, 
and the business satisfactorily increasing, He then referred to the deep 
regret which the board had experienced at the death of Mr. James Fraser, 
who had always given the closest attention to the affairs of the bank. 
The board would shortly be strengthened by the addition of Mr. F. W. 
Heilgers, of Messrs. Wattenbach, Heilgers, and Co., of London and Cal- 
cutta; and Mr. W. Paterson, of Messrs, W. W. Ker and Co., London, and 
Paterson, Simons, and Co., Singapore. In conclusion, the Chairman 
formally moved the reception and adoption of the report and accounts. 
The resolution was seconded by Mr. John Jones; and, after a very 
short discussion, in which one or two shareholders expressed their satis- 
tion with the improved state of the bank’s affairs, the resolution was 
put to the meeting, and carried unanimously. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded by Mr. W..Macnaughtan, 
the election of Mr. Ludwig Wiese to a seat at the board was confirmed, 
and Mr. Thomas Lancaster, one of the retirinz directors, was re-elected. 
The Chairman then moved the re-clection of Mr. James R. Morrison, 
the other retiring director. Mr. Huggins moved that the vacancy be 
not filled up, on the ground that the seat should be left open in order 
to allow the directors an opportunity of electing to the board some 
gentleman connected with Eustern business, A discussion ensued, in 
the course of which some of the shareholders expressed an opinion that 
it would be an ungraceful act to unseat Mr. Morrison, who was one of 
the founders of the bank, and had always worked hard to promote its 
interests. The amendment was put to the mecting, and lost. The re- 
solution for the re-election of Mr. Morrison was then put, and also lost, 
it not having been carried (as required) by a majority of three-fifths of 
those present. A poll was demanded on the part of Mr. Morrison, 
which will take place on the 25th inst. 

The auditors were then re-appointed, and votes of thanks having becn 
passed to the chairman, directors, and manager, the meeting was ad- 
journed to the Ist proximo, for the purpose of declaring the result of 
the poll. 








THE ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

The annual general meeting of shareholders in this Bank was held 
Thursday, at the offices, Threadneedle-street ; Mr. Blyth in the chair. 
The Chairman first moved the approval of a dividend of £1 10s. per 
share, in addition to an interim dividend of a like amount already 
paid. The motion was unanimously adopted. 

The Chairman then{moved the adoption of the report, which, he said, 
80 fully set forth the affairs of the bank that he need trouble the 
meeting with very few observations. The total percentage of distri- 
bution of profit for the half-year was £6, or 12 per cent. per annum, & 
figure which had been maintained for now six years, notwithstanding 
those six years had been attended with considerable embarrassment 
in the eastern business of the bank. They continued to holda very 
high rank, he was happy to know, as an eastern bank, and this circum- 
stance was due, he considered, in a great measure to the very able 
assistance the directors received from their staff at home and abroad. 
From the staff abroad most satisfactory reports had been received, and 
even since the half-year’s accounts had been made up, reliable infor- 
mation had been obtained of the high position which the bank con- 
tinued to occupy abroad. Mr. Binny Key seconded the motion. 

Dr. Thom remarked that they were bound to have in hand by their 
charter specie to the amount of one-third of their circulation in notes, 
which was £222,000. Specie and bullion taken together in hand 
were nearly nine times that amount. Instead of being one-third, 
specie was nearly three times the circulation, a fact which could hardly 
be paralleled in banking transactions. He had been complaining for 
years that they had far too much money, and he was glad to think 
that his suggestions had not been altogether ignored by the directors. 
But he did not see why more of their money should not be inveated 
in a particular way, one-half at least of their surplus in Government 
securities, the worst of which would produce them 8 1-3rd per cent., 
while the best would bring them 5 per cent. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then put, and carried 
unanimously. The thanks of the meeting were tendered to the audi- 
tora, who were reappointed. The retiring directors, Messrs. Arbuth- 
not, Key, and Reid, were re-elected. 

The meeting was then made special, to’consider the propriety of ap- 
plying to the Government for an extension of the present chartera of 
incorporation. The Chairman explained that the corporation’s original 
charter was obtained in 1851, and being for a period of twenty-one 
years, was on the point of expiration. Consequently it was necessary 
to apply for ita renewal for a similar period, or for such other period 
as Government might be willing to grant; and he therefore moved the 
authorisation of the directors to make the neccasary application. A 
shareholder called attention to the fact that under the charter cvery 
shareholder was liable on each share for £25, after paying up the whole 
of the capital, and asked if in seeking a renewal of the charter it was 
not possible to get rid of this responsibility, and if not whether, in the 
interests of the shareholders, it would not be preferable to place the 
bank under the Companies Limited Liability Act. 

Dr. Thom seconded the chairman’s motion for the renewal of the 
chirter, observing that it was an immense prestige in their favour, and 
an unanswerable security to their customers that thia liability was im- 
posed upon the shareholders, and he therefore hoped that it would 
never be removed. The motion was carried, and a vote of thanks to 
the chairman and directors closed the proceedinge.

THE DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR INQUIRY. 

Tue Commission of Inquiry into the Diplomatic and 
Consular Service took up the China and Japan department 
at their last meeting, and Sir Harry Parkes, our present 
Minister in Japan, was examined at considerable length. Sir 
Hanry’s long experience of both China and Japan rendered 
him a most valuable witness, and, nothwithstanding the 
almost cross examination he was subjected to, he stoutly main- 
tained that the officers in the service were to a great extent 
underpaid, laying particular stress on the juniors, or class 
termed Student Interpreters. These gentlemen are frequently 
unable to pay their way, and consequently incur debts the 
pressure of which gradually increases, which in many cases 
leads to demoralisation. Sir Harry did good service in dwell- 
ing particularly on this feature of the case. He admitted 
that a saving could be effected in other branches of the ser- 
vice, and that he had already effected 2 good deal—some 
£1,700 per annum—and he trusted that the Treasury would 
therefore be disposed to regard his representations for an 
increase in other quarters. It appears rather too evident 
that the drift of all the questions put by Mr. ScuaTer-Boorts, 
the chairman, and other members of the Committee, is 
to prove that the service could be very materially cut 
down in “ quantity, quality, and cost.” Mr. Horms asked 
if the trade on the coast had not to a large extent gone 
over to the German and other flags. The object of this 
question is apparent. This gentleman also pointed out that 
althongh we maintained a large and expensive staff at 
Bangkok our trade with Siam appeared as almost nil. Sir 
Harry explained that this arose from the large intercolonial 
trade carried on between the Straits ports and China in 
British vessels, and that he presumed our relations with the 
King of Stam required more than a simple Consul, and con- 
sequently we had a Consul-General and the usual staff. He 
could also speak of the climate as extremely trying, and 
likely to require a larger staff on thisaccount. We suppose 
the same principle actuates our Government as regards 
Saigon, with which there is no direct trade. We were 
pleased to find that Sir Harry gave such distinct assurances 
of the evils attending the appointment of merchant Con- 
suls, giving not only his own official experience, but quoting 
the opinions of the merchants in the last Chamber of 
Commerce Report. 

Sir Harry also refuted the idea that our officia!s could be 
settled at two great centres fer the conduct of our trade in 

China, and drew attention to the result of removing the 
’ Vice-Consul from Chinkiang, where trade has lately had a 
considerable impetus. He also stated that Formosa should 
not be abandoned, and strenuously pleaded the import- 
auce of Newchwang as likely at some future time to be 
the means of extending our trade very considerably in Man- 
churia. The practicability of making the Governor of Hong 
Kong also our Minister to China was asked, and condemned 
by Sir Harry as having been already tried and failed. It 
seems that this proposal, like the sweeping changes in the 
Consular establishments, was recommended by Major Cross- 
MANN, who, it will be remembered, was sent to China and 
Japan to superintend the buildivgs for the Consular and 
Diplomatic Service, but who, it appears, gave more attention 
to the ramifications of the service, and considered that a 
visit to the various ports enabled him to make such recom- 
mendations for reform as would lead to a vast saving. Had 
he devoted his time and energies exclusively to the accom- 
plishment of his own work at a less cost, he would certainly 
have rendered a better service to the country, and one re- 
dounding more to his own credit. It will Le useful to our

The ignorance exhibited, in regard to China and Japan, by 
some of the questions put abundantly shows that no good 
can result from such an inquiry. The chairman should 
at least keep the inquiry to its legitimate object, and not per- 
mit questions so completely irrelevant as “the military 
forces stationed at Yokohama and Hong Kong.” The ex- 
amination of witnesses is also conducted too much in the con- 
versational form. ‘The persons under examination should be 
requested to answer the questions—as a rule—in the affir- 
mative or negative. It is grievous that so much valuable time 
should be Jost, and the result obtained from such witnesses so 
rouch less than it might be, if the chairman exercised a little 
more precision. It isalso exceedingly indecorous for members 
of the Committee to yawn, and put themselves into various 
attitudes indicative of anything but an intelligent attention 
to the proceedings. When a member comes in late a little 
more decorum should be observed, as an interruption of this 
sort, not done with some regard tv propriety, is disrespectful 
to the Court and the witnesses under examination. 





Tux official correspondence regarding the Macao Coolie 
Traffic bas been issued by the Foreign-office, and will be 
found in another page, The letter of Sir Ricaarp Mac- 
Donnett and the reports from the Emigration Officer most 
completely refute the statements made by the Portuguese 
authorities as to Hong Kong. A more specious mode of 
auswering a charge caunot be imagined. To retaliate aud 
not to disprove is a method well known for its waikness. 
The fact that Covlie emigration, i.e., agreements to work for 
a term of years in a forcign land, is entirely forbidden from 
Hong Kong is surely sufficient proof that the Hong Kong 
emigration is not of the same character as that from Macao. 
To show their sincerity in the cause of humanity it is only 
necessary for the Portuguese Goverument to “stop the 
trade.” Nothing short of this will answer, and surely the 
dreadful atrocities which have been perpetrated on board 
vessels from Macao are sufficient to warrant the sacrifice of 
all “fees and profits” derived from this wretched trattic in 
human beings. As we have before said, let the inhabitants 
bring an irresistible pressure to bear, aud wipe out this foul 
stain on their fair fame.

The meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China was held on the 17th inst. The report of the directors, 
which was adopted, showed net profits to the amount of £30,247, 
and stated that the deficiency, which stood in the accounts at the 
close of 1870 at £59,022, had now been reduced to £28,775. The 
chairman, in his address, gave an encouraging account of the 
working during the first three months of the present year, and 
remarked that the directors had good reason to believe that, in 
the course of the coming month, they would receive £5,000 which 
had been written off as a bad debt. We publish elsewhere a 
report of the meeting and the directors’ report and statement of 
accounts in full. 

The meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation was held on 
the 18th. The report for the year ending 31st December last 
showed that the net profit for the year has been £185,428 83. 10d., 
after providing for all bad and doubtful debts, (leaving after pay- 
ment {of a dividend, making, with tho interim distribution in 
November last, 12 per cent. for the year) a balance of 

£5,428 8s. 10d. to be carried forward. The balance shows that 
the total deposits amount to £9,191,450 Gs. 10d., and among the 
assets are coin and bullion, £1,948,849 11s. 9d.; Government 
Sccurities, £1,726,192 5s. 4d.; and notes and bills discounted, 
£14,653,405 19s. 1d. This report was adopted, and at a special 
meeting held subsequently the directors were authorised to apply 
to Government for an extension of the present charters of incor- 
poration. The proceedings are reported elsewhere. 

At the meeting of the Marseilles, Algiers, and Malta Telegraph 
Company (Limited) the report was adopted, and a dividend of 8s. 
per share, or 4 per cent., was declared. N egotiations are now in 
progress for the amalgamation of this company with the Fal- 
mouth, British Indian, and Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Com- 
panies, and a resolution embodying the terms proposed for the 
combination will be submitted for the consideration of the share- 
holders at an extraordinary general meeting, to be held as soon 
as the necessary arrangements with the other companies have 
been completed. 

At the meeting of the British-Indian Extension Telegraph 
Company (Limited), the chairman referred to the scheme for the 
amalgamation of the Cis-Indian Telegraph Companies. A further 
dividend of 2 per cent. was declared, making a total of 8 per cent. 
for the year while the sum of £4,218 was carried to the reserve 
fund. The directors’ report was unanimously adopted. 

The following is the directors’ report of the Singapore Gas 
Company for the half-year ending 31st December, 1871, to be 
presented at the ordinary general meeting on the 30th inst. :— 
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The directors have the satisfaction of reporting continued progress in 
the lighting of Singapore, for particulars of which they refer to the re- 
port, from their engineer and manager, Mr. E. J. Wells, dated March 
6th, 1872. The directors going out of office by rotation are Musers. 
Robert Stannard Foreman, John Nicol, and Alexander Erskine Ste- 
phenson, and these gentlemen being eligible for re-election, offer them- 
selves for the support of tke shareholders. The present auditors, Messrs. 
William Thomas Morrison and Alfred Williams, retire from office ac- 
cording to the articles, and, being cligible for re-election, offer themselves 
to the slareholders for that purpose. 

The balance-sheet to 31st December, 1871, shows the financial posi- 
tion of the Company. The dirctors have written off for depreciation 
of works and plant, and off the expenses of first establishment, as per 
balance-sheet, at the rate of one per cent. per annum, for the present 
half-year, and a similar amount for the previous half-year, jn conse- 
quence of no smount having been written off on that occasion. The 
profit for the half-year, after writing off these sums, amounts to £1,676 
10s. 4d., which together with £13 7s. 9d., the unappropriated profit 
of the preceding half-year, makes the available balance £1,689 188. Id. 
Out of this sum the directors recommend the declaration of a dividend 
at the rate of 7$ per cent. per annum, less income-tux on the amounts 
paid up on the preference and original capital ; the balance of £19 5s.

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 


(PRESENTED AT THE EIGHTEENTH ORDINARY GENERAL MEETING, 1718 APRIL, 1872.) 


The Directors have to present to the Shareholders the General Balanoe-Sheet of the Bank for the year ended 31st 
December last, exhibiting a Net Profit of £30,247 2s. 2d. 

The deficiency which stood in the Accounts at the close of 1870, viz., £59,022 9s. 11d., has therefore been reduced to 
£28,775 7s. 9d., which sum remains to be met ae future profits, and precludes the Directors from recommending the 
payment of a Dividend. 

The unforeseen disturbance of the Money Markets and Exchanges last autumn, which arose out of the financial 
arrangements of the French and German Governments, affected unfavourably the Bank’s earnings during tha second half 
of the year. 

After careful examination, the Directors can with confidence state that the Assets of the Bank are thoroughly sound, 
and they are enabled to add that the information furnished by the different Agencies up to recent dates shows that the 
business is now steadily progressing, and has been of a very satisfactory character from the commencement of the present 
year. 

Since the last General Meeting, the Directors have had to deplore the death of their colleague, Mr. James Fraser, who 
had given unremitting attention to the Bank's interests during a long series of years. 

Mr. Frederick William Heilgers, of Mesers. Wattenbach, Heilgers, and Co., of London and Calcutta, and Mr. William 
Paterson, of Messrs. W. W. Ker and Co., of London, and of Messrs. Paterson, Simons, and Co., of Singapore, have con- 
sented to join the Board. Their election must, however, be deferred until the time required by the Deed of Settlement for 
perfecting their qualification shall have elapsed. The Directors congratulate the Sharebolders on this accession to the 
Board of gentlemen who, from their extensive connection and long practical knowledge of Eastern business, will be able to 
render valuable service to the Bank. 

The provisional election of Mr. Ludwig Wiese, already approved of by the Shareholders, now requires formal con- 
firmation. Mr. Thomas Lancaster and Mr. Joseph Robert Morrison retire by rotation, and, being eligible, present them- 
selves for re-election. The Auditors, Mr. Jonathan Thorp and Mr. Owen Lewis, again offer their services.
